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Addendum to the Minutes of the Special Meeting of the 

Board of Directors of the Astronomical Society of 

the Pacific, Held in the Rooms of the Society on 

November 30, 1912, at 2:00 p. m., to Consider the 

Award of the Bruce Medal for the Year 1913. 

There were present President H. D. Curtis and Directors Aitken, 
Townley, Crawford, Costa, and Richardson. 

The proxies of Directors Hale, Campbell, Cushing, and McAdie 
were held by Aitken, Curtis, Richardson, and Crawford, respectively. 

Nominating communications were read by the Secretary from the 
directors of the observatories of Harvard, Lick, Yerkes, Greenwich, 
and Paris. 

After careful consideration of the merits of the various nominees 
and a frank discussion of the policy which actuates the Society in the 
bestowal of this medal, a ballot was taken, resulting in the selection of 
Professor J. C. Kapteyn, of Groningen, Holland, as Bruce Medalist for 
the year 1913, by the unanimous vote of ten Directors, as follows : 
H. D. Curtis, R. G. Aitken, R. T. Crawford, S. D. Townley, J. Costa, 
D. S. Richardson, W. W. Campbell,* Geo. E. Hale,* Chas. S. Cush- 
ing,* and Alex. G. McAdie.* 

* By proxy. 

In view of the change in the date of the annual meeting from March 
to January, at which meeting it is customary to review the life and 
career of the recipient of the Bruce Medal, a resolution was passed by 
the Board, suspending those provisions of the By-Laws which fix a date 
for the notification of the recipient and instructing the Secretary to 
notify Professor Kapteyn at once and proceed without delay to secure 
the medal from Paris. It was hoped, by this means, to have both 
the acceptance of Professor Kapteyn and the engraved medal back in 
time for the January meeting.

Minutes of the Meeting of the Board of Directors of the 

Astronomical Society of the Pacific, Held in the 

Rooms of the Society, 748 Phelan Building, San 

Francisco, on January 25, 1913, at 7:15 p.m. 

President H. D. Curtis in the chair. There were also present Direc- 
tors R. T. Crawford, A. G. McAdie, Charles S. Cushing, J. Costa, 
and D. S. Richardson. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were approved as printed. 

A communication was received from Charles S. Cushing, request- 
ing that he be elected to Life Membership in the Society, which was 
done. 
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The name of Mr. James K. Lynch was proposed by Director Crush- 
ing for membership and favorably acted upon. 

Following a general discussion of the finances of the Society, showing 
that some $6,000 of its assets are being carried in bank and earning 
bank interest only, a motion was made by Director Cushing and sec- 
onded by Director Costa, authorizing the Finance Committee, in co- 
operation with the President, to invest, in their discretion, from two 
to three thousand dollars of the Society funds in interest-bearing bonds 
of approved security. 

The resolution was carried by unanimous vote. 

There was some discussion as to the necessity of increasing the 
amount of fire insurance now carried on the Library of the Society, but 
the conclusion was finally reached that the present amount of one 
thousand dollars was sufficient for the present. 

Informal instructions were given the Secretary to interview the pro- 
prietors of the Phelan Building, with a view to ascertaining if a larger 
room for the use of the Society may not be obtained for the same rental 
now paid.

Annual Meeting of the Astronomical Society of the 

Pacific, Held on January 25, 191 3, in the Assembly Hall 

of the Phelan Building, San Francisco, at 8 :oo p. m. 

The meeting was called to order by President H. D. Curtis. The 
minutes of the previous annual meeting, as printed in the Publications 
of April, 1912, were approved without reading. 

The chair called for reports of committees as follows : 

Finance Committee, Charles S. Cushing, Chairman. — Mr. Cushing made a 
verbal report, showing the general financial condition of the Society to be pros- 
perous. He stated that he, together with A. H. Markwart and* Dr. James D. 
Maddrill, as an Auditing Committee, had examined the books and accounts of 
the Treasurer and found them correct. 

Publication Committee, H. D. Curtts, Chairman. — Dr. Curtis reported a satis- 
factory condition of things in the workings of his committee and stated that the 
reduction of the membership of the committee to two, and its concentration in one 
place, was greatly facilitating the work and enabling them to get the Publications 
out on time. 

Library Committee, D. S. Richardson, Chairman. — Mr. Richardson reported the 
addition of eight volumes to the library during the past year, in addition to numer- 
ous unbound papers and periodicals received from exchanges and corresponding 
astronomical institutions. 

Comet-Medal Committee, W. W. Campbell, Chairman. — In the absence of Dr. 
Campbell, President Curtis read the report of this committee as printed on pages 
268 and 269 of the December, 1912, Publications. There were three awards during 
the year, i. e. to Messrs. Walter F. Gale, of Sydney; A. Borrelly, of Marseille, 
and A. Schaumasse, of Nice.
